miſe of the (ingular benediion that 
ſhould come by his ſeede,and that he 
ſhould haue an heire (although hee 
were old, and Sara his wife barrain) 
and that his poſterity ſhould exccede 
in number the multitude of the lars. 
And Itaught Abraham to belceue and 
oiue credit to the promiſe of God, 
whois all truth, and God accepted 
that well, and imputed his faith vnto

miſe made by God vnto eAbrabaml 
receiued oreat comfort, and was won” 


derfully reuiued, truſting by this be-

mination ,and would inno wiſe ſuffer

raves daughterir in the Courr. He was 
taught and inſtruted in all kind 
of ſcience and cunning of the E2yp- 
tians, but through wy. motions and 
advertiſement hee refuſing and re. 
nouncing all worldly honour aid 
preheminence)fled away,G& conuaicd 
himſelfe into the land of Madian,and 
there he was contentto keep ſheep in 
the wilderneſle, where God appea- 
red viato him, & commanded him to 
goand deliver the people of Ifracl 
torth of the ſlavery that they were 1n 
in Egypt; this Moſes was maruel- 
Jous 1nthe fauour of God, and had re» 
uelation of the eſſential name of God, 
and a rod delivered to him wherewith 
to worke wonders and miracles. And 
then by Gods commandement, hee 
with tis brother eAaren entred to 


king Pharao, charging him in 


Gods name that the people ſhould be

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| delivered. -Bur' Pharao, obſlinately 
| refuſed chemorion and will of God, 

and hardened his hearr, and (till 
oppreſled the people. Bur God de- 
clared his almighrie power by the 
hand of - Moles, and ſent diners 
plagnes vpon Phareo & al the land cf 
Egypt ifo'thar fivally hee was glad to 
let the Mradties depart. But ſudd ain- 
ly his heart began to change againſt 
the,&beins all blirided with malice; 
furiouſly he and his pcople perſecu. 
red chew," purpoſing ge © viterly their 
deftruQtios. Burl wrought fo migh- 
tily with Mefes, that he and the chil- 
dren of Iſrael efcaped through the 
red Sea; in which Fhormo and all his 
hoſt were overwhelmed & drowned. 
Then I t; avg hr Heſes and che people 
of God th lim, to giuc Jaud and 
praiſero God with ioyti!l} ſong. lay- 
ing: Cantemus domino gloruſe evim 
magnificatues eff. After this when Moſes 
had brought che people jnto the wil- 
derneſſe of Serra, I taught him by 
his Pray er to turne the birter and

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ſower waters into ſweetneſle, where. 
by the murmuring of the people was 
pacified. And afrer thar alſo in-the 
wilderneſle. of Syn, God gramted 
vnto them Quailes and Manna. And 
in RaphydimI ſtirred 4foſes vnto 
prayer, whereby he obtained water

outiof the rock, ro quenchthe thirſt 
of the murmuring people. And [ 
caught him alſo by liking vp his 
hands in prayer, to vanquith is ſma- 
tec, which came and madeaſſauir vP- 
on the [ſraclites. After all this 1 came 
with Moſes, Aaron, and the chil- 
dren of [{rael into the deſert of Sinay, 
and there | brought oſerro more fa- 
miliar comunication with God, who 
did youchſafe to appeare vnto him 
vpon the mountain in fire{the moun- 
tain alſo ſmoking 1nmoſt rerr1ble ma- 
ner, with thunder &lightnings,& an 
huge cloude couering the mountain, 
and thetrumpet fearcfully founding, 
that che people were all afraid, and 
altonied . ) There Moſes receiued 
che ten commandements and the lag, 
an 
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and made dedication ofthe old teſta- 
menc, ſprinkling bloud roward the 
people. Bur behold my hard pitiful 
chaunces. When Aofes was aſcended 
againe vp to the! hill, co receive the 
lawin tables of ſtone (written by 
Gods hand ) while hee was learning 
che myſteries 'of G OD, remaining 
through my help vpon the moun- 
taine by the ſpace of fourtie dayes & 
fortie nights, the vngraetous .people 
aſſembled rhemſelues, and compel- 
led Aacon to make chem a calte, which 
they worſhipped, and fell to eating 
and drinking and ſporcing them- 
ſelves intheir [dolatry. This excee- 
dingly ericued me, and made alſo 
God ahigry, who bad Moſes 50 down 
from the Hill, and threatned to de.

fineſſe; but the wrath and plague of - 


Godfell vpon them, and they were 
conſumed with fire, tothe number of 
fourteene. thouſand, and yer all this 
would not helpe,ttill they. continued 
murmuring, when ſo eter they wan= 
ted the ſatisfying of their carnallde- 
fre,in ſo muchchar Moſerwas farine to 
gctthe water out of the hard ftone; 
Bur here alas I was almoſt vtterly re- 
ieted, nor onely of the people, but 
alſo of Aaron and Moſes himlelfes for 
at thispoynt Moſes and: Aaron were 
as men ouverwearied in 'continuall 
confli&t, ſomething fainted. in their

26 The complaint 
inſtantly cxhorted the people, dili 
cently toveleene, & ſtedfaſtly to ob: 
ſerue the law & commandements of 
God. After that lojwe & that generati, 
onwas dead,theIfraclires began to fal 
into another kind of finne,and would 
not regard God nor his workes, bur 
wrought finfully in the fight of the 
Lord, and (erued Baatm, Thus was [ 
euill intreated amongſt them, and in 
manner depriued of ali nune honour 
and eſtimation: yetl recouered my 
ſelfe through greatſtrength and ver- 
true,and inthis extremity I would not 
caſt off this vakiad people, as they 
had reieted me, but I obtained of

& ro annoynt king in the place of 
Sawl, I comforted Damn greattri. 
bulztivins which Sasl raiſed againſt 
him,% finally [ brought him to quiet 
pollctſion of the kingdome of Iſrael;l 
gate him great victories againſt he 
Infidels, and made him bring home 
ro his Cittie with oreat reue- 
rence the Arke of God); yeal obtal- 
ned- that' moſt gracious promiſe of 
Meſſias, which was made long before 
to Abraham, to be renewed with this 
king Danid, chat of him and his ſecede 
the ſonneof God ſhould be incarnar.” 
I'{tirred his heart to' deuotion, & fer- 
uent deſire to have God honoured; I 
Fs him to make Pfalmes & ſongs 
in n praiſe of the moſt higheſt and 
merciful God. Bur ſce what misfor- 
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. tunes happen vnto me. This ſame 
king Damd, vpon whom I had ſo 
long and diligently atrended, and {o 
carefully nouriſhed and brought him 
vp; ſuddainly with a blaſt of rempta- 
tion was caryed away, & hac almoit 
loſt me, he forgat me, and bimſclfe, 
and committed no {wall faults: Firit 
adulterie, and then murther, and a» 
nother time alſo he offeded me num- 
bring the people. Hehad for theſe bin 
loſt,if I had nor with all vehemencie 
ſtrred his heart to che exerciſe of 1n-

former ſtate,and reconciled him with

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his old age, when he ſhould have been 
molt wileſt, then his heart was per= 
uerted and depraued in fuch wife that 
he fell co idolatry, and worſhipping 
of falſe and ſtrange Gods.

{o moued therewnh, that he decreed 
to divide the kingdome of 1{cael,and 
cotake away tentribes fromthe houſe 
of Salomon.

vtterly from che lewes, being in mi- 
ſerie; but when the yeares of their 
captiuity appointed by God,and de- 
clared by the mouth of Jeremy the 
Prophet, were paſt, then I ſtirred the 
heart of that noble king Cyrw , 
to be gracious vnto them, and to li- 
cence them with fauourto returne to

to decreaſe, her collour becamepale,
